Northgate Road at the ANL sign. Driving time: appr. 30 minutes. 
 
From Midway Airport 
When leaving the airport area, make a left turn onto Cicero Ave North. Make a left turn onto I-55 
South towards St. Louis. Take the exit South Cass Ave and make a right turn onto Northgate Road at 
the ANL sign. Driving time: appr. 20 minutes. 
 
From Chicago 
Take I-55 South towards St. Louis. Take the exit South Cass Ave and make a right turn onto 
Northgate Road at the ANL sign. Driving time: appr. 45 minutes.
